The London version (three 
discs) is expertly recorded, styl- 
ishly sung and brilliantly con- 
ducted by Herbert von Karajan. 
The recording follows the old 
Vienese New Year -tradition of 
inviting guest stars to the fabu- 
Jous Act II party given by Prince 
Orlovsky, and what a parade of 
stars! 

The avid Strauss operatic fan 
may react violently to the de-

And well 
he might because entertainment 
provided by these stars threatens 
to overshadow the charming per- 
formances by the cast which 
{ncludes Hilde Gueden, Erika

The guest stars who perform
